PETER CROWNED KING
AMID ROAR OF GUNS

Forgotten During

. /. :
King Alexander’'s Murder at Least Outwardly

Brilliant Scene In

Servia Yesterday---No Hostile
' Demonstration.

(By Associnted Prees.)

BELGRADE, SERVIA, Scptember 2L—
Peter Karageorgevitch was crowned King
of Beryla to-day, There were no hostlle
demonstrations, and no attempt wos mado
to carry out the numerous threata agalnst
the new King's llfe. :

In the solemn ritual of the Greek
Church and In the elaborate state pro-
cesslon, which preceded ‘and’ followed the
coronmtion, the: tragedy of Bervig's ‘pre-
vious 'ruler found no echo. Amid. thd
thunder of the saluting guns from the
royal palace, and the garrison, King Alex-
ander’s murder was at least outwardly
forgotten.

Brilliant Procession.

Here and In every garrigson town ' of
Bervia, the dawn of day wos marked by
= salute of twenty-one guns, and before
the sun was well up King Peter, on horge-
back, rode from the palace.. The bril-
lant proceselon then started for.the ca-
thedral through the troop-lined streets.
Behind  the soldlers were packed' dense
¢rowds, who, In splte of the ralny weath-
er, stood patiently awalting to ree. the
King. Beszlde King Peter, rode his two
song, George and Alexander, Tho cathe-
dral was reached shortly after 8 o'clock,
There, the representatives of the forelgn
powers, the cabinet minlsters and others
had already been awalling for = eome
time. As King Peter entered the metro-
politan consezrated him and more artil-

It was noarly three hours before the
service was concluded and the ritual br
tha church complled with, King Peter
nfterwards signed the coronation docu-
ment, which was witnessed by the metro-
polltan, the premler, the cablnet ministera
and the other heads of state, Wearlng
the crown on hisi head: and fully robed,
the King lert the Cathedral, remounted
his_horse and rode through the crowded
strects to tho palace. There, In  the
grand ' festal hall, King Peter recelved
the congratulations of the diplomatice
corps and others, ascended the royal
throne ahd onca more took the scepire
and orb In his hands, The ceremony of
rendering homage was then performed.

King Peter offered the Amerlean min-
iater, Mr. Jackson, the Karageorge star,
which he presented to all the other min-
Isters as a mouvenir of the coronalion.
As Mr. Jackson was unable to accept
the star, His Majesty will present him
with his photograph and autograph.

Mrs. Kravischenko was 8o worn  out
and exhausted by her adventure that she
was unable to see the correspondent of
the Associated Presa until to-day, 1n an
interview she spoke to him as follows:

“We left Port Arthur at 8§ o'clock on
the night of September 15th, There was a
good wind and the moon was briput. We
wora successful In avolding the danger
af ‘the first blockading line. We came
up to the second line when the moon was
under a cloud. Bearchlights were flash-
Ing on all eldes, but our junk was not
discovered,

“We suddenly Glscovered ourselves close
to another junk with g Japanesg crew
on board, They presumably were pirates,
but we outsalled them and drew away,

“AL U o'clock the pext morning we saw
a Bteamer coming in our 'dlrectlon.  She
had ihe appearance of a cruiser, and 1
wag terribly frightened. When we saw
the crulser.
